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Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record do not show a charge coupled device (CCD) comprising 
a semiconductor body, a set of storage electrodes separated from the semiconductor 
body by a dielectric, and a back electrode, in which the semiconductor body comprises 
polymer or oligomer material and the back electrode forms a Schottky junction with the 
semiconductor body by virtue of which the semiconductor body is depleted of majority 
charge carriers.
